Local Red Cross Officials 
Ask for Blood Donations 


The American Red Cross of Crawford 
County will conduct a Blood Bank on Wed- 
nesday, January 7th, at The American 
Legion Hall from Noon until 6 p.m. 

Blood donations over the Christmas Holi- 
day weeks are always the lowest of the year 
because of all of the plant closings and hol- 
iday festivities, say local Red Cross offi- 
cials. 

But the need for blood does not diminish 
over the Holiday Season. For every surgery 
procedure that is ag ae there is in- 
creased need for blood®in the emergency 
rooms because of a rise in automobile acci- 
dents. 

Unfortunately, our national press and TV 
news broadcasts are not helping the public 
understand the true facts of blood donating 
and blood transfusions, local Red Cross offi- 
cials say. The news reports all agree with 
the unassailable fact that AIDS cannot be 


contracted donating blood; however, every 
time you turn around some ‘‘authority’’, sel- 
dom identified, is quoted as to the high risk 
of other disease infection from transfusions, 
mostly hepatitus, and the quoted statistics 
rarely match the accepted standards of the 
qualified authorities; then another medical 
authority recommends individuals donate 
their own blood at a “blood freezing oper- 


ation” so that if they must have a trans- 


fusion at some future time, it can be 
achieved with their own blood. 

The financial cost of freezing one’s own 
blood and storing it for years for future use 
is expensive, say local Red Cross officials. 

An overwhelming number of sick people 
who need blood or blood products to survive 
and continue being healthy must depend 
upon the freely donated blood by volunteers 
and collected by organizations such as The

Around each New Year’s Day, I put 
together a brief review of headline stories 
in Crawford County for the past year. It’s 
an enjoyable task looking back at the ‘‘big 
events” that held our attention. It’s also an 
opportunity to find out some surprising 
things about our county. 

For a so-called rural county in northern 
Michigan, Crawford County has had many 
big-money construction projects, and 
more are planned. 

In the last 5 years, 19 large construction 
projects amounting to $120 million have 
been completed or announced in Crawford 
County. 

The biggest of the 15 projects is the $60 
million Weyerhaeuser Structurwood plant 
along Four Mile Road. The plant began 
operations in 1982, 

The next most expensive project is a 
$12.3 million Multi-Purpose Range Com- 
plex (MPRC) proposed for Camp Gray- 
ling’s Range 30. Colonel Schmidt an- 
nounced the plans for the project in March 
1986. 

Third on the list is the $11 million Shell 
gas and oil central production plant in 
Frederic Township. Construction for that 
project started in 1983 and is finished. 

Next on the list is the $8 million or more 
Georgia Pacific resin plant that is nearly 
finished along Four Mile Road. Fifth on 
the list is the $6.5 million M.A.T.E.S. com- 
plex that is being constructed along N. 
Down River Road. 


The other ten projects are the $4,950,000 
project to renovate and add on to the Gray- 
ling Middle School and Grayling Elemen- 
tary; a $4 million expansion at Camp 
Lehman currently underway; the $2.7 
million K mart store; the $2.3 million 
Grayling Health Care Center; the $2.2 mil- 
lion Camp Grayling Ammunition Depot; 
the $1.8 million Camp Grayling supply cen- 
ter; the $1.2 million proposed construction 
for Camp Grayling small arms ranges; the 
$920,000 Camp Grayling armory; the 
$785,000 proposed new DNR field office, 
and the $508,000 pegpenet Dial-A-Ride 
facility. 


One hundred twenty million dollars — 
not badforaruralcounty. 

We seem to be making progress in at- 
tracting new industry and businesses to 
our area. Doesn’t it Seem as if more and 
more of our GHS graduates are staying 
here to work? 

Along with the progress in attracting 
new businesses and industry, let’s not for- 
get about another important part of our 
economy — tourism. Tourism is the second 
leading industry in the state and obviously 
is important to Crawford County. 

With the right amount of industry and 
the protection of our natural gems — the 
special rivers, lakes, and woods that tour- 
ists and county residents enjoy — we can 
make 1987 and future years bright in our 
county.

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Belt Law Credited With Trend 
To Lowest Fatal Rate Ever

Michigan’s traffic fatality rate relative 
to miles driven will be the lowest in re- 
corded history if present trends continue, 
State Police officials said while crediting 
the seat belt law for the improvement. 

Traffic Services Division Director John 
Downer called this year’s figures, in which 
the number of persons kills in traffic acci- 
dents is substantially the same as in 1985, a 
“dramatic improvement” because the 
number of miles driven is up about 3.2 per- 
cent. 

If trends continue through December, he 
said the fatality rate will be under 2 per- 
sons killed per 100 million miles driven for 
the first time ever, and he said it could be 
considerably under that mark. 

In 1985, the rate was 2.1 fatalities per 100 
million miles, down substantially from 5 in 
1968 and compares to the all-time high of 17 
in 1935. 

The provisional statistics of traffic 
fatalities released by the State Police indi- 
cate a 1.1 percent decrease through 
December 15, compared to the similar 1985 
period; 1,466 compared to 1,482. 

In November alone, fatalities decreased 
16.8 percent compared to the year earlier, 
police said. Meanwhile, Downer said the 
number of accidents continues to increase, 
going up 15 percent in 1985 over 1984, the 
most recent statistics which are available. 

Downer said while the 1985 seat belt law 
is the only traffic safety change over the 
past 18 months to explain the improved 
fatality rate, there is still room for im- 
provement: through November, provision- 
al statistics indicate 73.2 percent of per- 


sons killed were not wearing available 
belts. 

He said police estimate that 50 percent of . 
persons killed in accidents could be saved 
if they wore belts. 

Traffic studies of observed usage in- 
dicate about 45 percent of Michigan 
drivers now use seat belts, after initially. 


jumping to a rate of about 60 percent when |, 


the law was first implemented. Prior to the 
law, however, only about 15 percent wore 
belts. 

Downer, also said alcohol-related 
fatalities are not decreasing as much as, 


might be expected given dramatic in- | 
creases in drunken driving arrests, stric- 


ter laws and greater overall emphasis.”

Alcohol-related fatal accidents were 45.7. 
percent of the total in 1985, the first time 
since 1973 that percentage was less than 50 
percent, while arrests were 72,533 com- 
pared to less than 20,000 just a few years: 
earlier.

of 13,103 students makes 1986 the second . 
highest year for total higher education en-’

The 1987 wild turkey sea- 
son regulations are out and 
permit applications wili soon 
be available. With an in- 
crease in turkey hunting 
area and more permits, the 
upcoming season should be a 
good one. Much depends on 
the severity of the winter, 
though. 

Approximately 17,600 
turkey permits will be issued 
this spring. Application 
cards will be offered at 
licensed agents shortly after 
the first of the year. These 
must be properly filled out 
and postmarked prior to 
February 1, 1987. As before, 
a person may make only one 
application. Successful ap- 
plicants will be notified by 
March 15, 1987. The general 
rules remain unchanged:

A client had been having a 
great deal of difficulty 
seeing things which were not 
there, most particularly a 


_ little pet which she had been 


quite fond of before its death. 
At the same time she was 
having problems with her 
eyes, which finally resulted 
in surgery for cataracts. 
Because she was seeing 
things, she simply assumed 
that she was hallucinating, 
and felt she was mentally 
deranged, which is a stereo- 
type many people accept 
without question. 

In fact, she would refer to 
herself as a “crazy loon’ 
during times I would counsel 
with her, and attempt to get 
me to agree. However, I

found she was very mentally 
alert for a woman her age, 
and was unable to detect too 
much mental disturbance 
other than this concept of 
seeing things. Her very tone 
and acceptance of the mat- 
ter was highly inconsistent 
with any severe mental dis- 
order with which I was 
familiar. This made me 
question what was actually 
happening to her, as she was 
quite willing to discuss the 
matter freely, and did so 
quite rationally. 

One day, while keeping her 
appointment with the op- 
thalmologist who was 
taking care of her eyes, a 
discussion of this matter 
came up. During the dis- 
cussion I perceived again 
that she might not actually 
be hallucinating, but having

The key seems to me to be 
understanding the problem, 
especially when dealing with 
older persons. This can be 
accomplished to a much 
greater degree by simply sit- 
ting down with the patient, 
and discussing the problem 
deeply enough and long 
enough not only for the 
patient to hear and grasp, 
but also so that we who are 
the therapists might hear 
and grasp what is being said. 
No problem can he solved 
without an understanding of 
what it is by both the patient 
and therapist.

A Carlisle paddle was rammed into the 
jaws of the charging hippopotamus just as 
he was about to tear a raft and four 
passengers into shreds. 

That testimonial was contained in a let- 
ter from Roy Smith, who was with the Yale 
University/National Geographic Ono River 
Expedition in South America. 

“The hippo, weighing around three tons, 
wrenched the oar from Terry’s hands and 
put a quarter inch groove in the alloy shaft. 
The oar is as good as new and suffered no 
structureal weakening as a result of the 
bite. Spare oars were used as hippo and 
crocodile clubs with good effect,’’ the 
testimonial continued. 

Ralph Stevens, president of Carlisle 
Paddle. said that this is only one of many in- 
ternational expeditions that have used and 
praised the oar and paddle products. He 
noted that the company now has 80 percent 
of the market nationwide. 

The company began building paddles 
under the direction of Ken Carlisle in 1971. 
The first quarters were in the boathouse at 
the Carlisle Canoe Livery located on the 
banks of the AuSable River in Grayling, 
Michigan. 

Through 1977 there were about 100,000 
paddles produced but when the product 
became more famous the orders soared. 
Today economy model alone annually 
reaches the 90,000 figure. 

As with many types of businesses, the 
Tanagement was not satisfied with 
the production of only one type of product. 
Adventure into oars became successful 
when they were adopted for use in lifeboats. 
In addition to use by the Coast Guard, many 
white water expeditions use the oars or pad- 
dies, depending on the type of excursion. 

Stevens noted that the recent expedition 
to the Carnali River in India, which had 
never before been conquered, is one exam- 
ple of the use of the product internationally. 
He pointed out that the producers of the 
movies ‘‘Chariots of Fire’ and ‘‘The Killing 
Fields” have filmed a_ series called 
“Assignment Adventure.”” One of the 
programs will deal with a raft trip using 
Carlisle products down the Stikine River in 
Northern British Columbia. 

Although the company advertises in 
many magazines and has exhibits at many 
trade shows, much of the increased sales 
can be attributed to word of mouth adver- 
tising by users. The majority of canoe 
livery operators worldwide use the paddles 
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because they have observed how well they 
stand up to hard use, said Stevens. 

According to Stevens, the latest product 
being advertised sounds like one of the new 
beers being sold. Its name is Golden Lite 
and true to the name has a golden handle, is 
transparent in the blade and handle, and is 
very light in weight. 

Stevens attributes the indestructability 
of the product to space age materials that 
are light-weight but extremely tough. 
Among the special products that Carlisle 
sells are punt poles, landing nets, spears 
and clamp-on oarlocks. The’ punt poles 
prope] boats in shallow water such as those 
frequented by duck hunters and swamp 
guides. 

In paddle and oar models the company 
produces kayak, bent shaft, standard, 
guide, and the Golden Lite paddles. Oars 
include economy, standard boat, lifeguard, 
and extra heavy duty rafting. 


Compact car sales have influence new 
types of products because they brought 
about a push button take-down variety of 
oar. River trips in rafts also increased the 
need for take-down oars, Raft enthusiasts 
can deflate the raft to make it more por- 
table. The oar length problem was solved 
with the push button product. 

In a way it is unfortunate that the 
product is so durable, Stevens said, because 
the replacement market is practically non- 
existant. 

Stevens said that they have no concerns 
about sending the product to Japan and 
being able to compete price-wise. He noted 
that the cost of the product is controlled 
basically by the world oil market price 
which Japan must face with other nations. 
He said that in the near future the company 
will, working in cooperation with Sea Nym- 
ph Boats, be sending to Japan boats equip- 
ped with Carlisle oars. 

Stevens pointed out that his company 
does compete with a product from New 
Zealand but has no problem in doing so 
despite the fact that the foreign product is 
40 percent subsidized by its government. 

Once Grayling was known as the ar- 
chery capitol of the worid but now it is fast 
becoming the paddle and oar capitol of the 
world. Stevens said that in 80 percent of the 
commercial canoe liveries, the words 
‘‘Made in Grayling” stand out on the blade 
of each paddle. He concluded by saying that 
international demand continues to climb 
and that the title is not at all unrealistic.
